Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
for  the  Year  1944. 


The  Executive  Committee  wish  to  express  their  sincere  and  grateful 
thanks  to  all  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  the  Hospital  in  its  work 
during  1 944  and  especially  to  “Grateful  Patients”  for  generous  donations. 

The  attendance  of  In-patients  was  somewhat  less  than  in  1943,  but 
the  number  of  Casualties,  Treatments  and  Consultations  and  of  X-Ray 
cases  again  exceeded  previous  records.  There  has  been  an  occasional 
shortage  of  nursing  and  domestic  staffs,  and  administrative  work  has 
again  been  extremely  heavy ;  but  the  Hospital  has  had  constant  help 
from  volunteers  who  have  rendered  excellent  service  in  every  department. 

Details  of  work  done  are  given  in  the  Statistical  Analysis  on  page 
14  of  this  Report,  which  also  contains  a  full  statement  of  Accounts  and 
other  important  information. 

The  Hospital  is  gratified  to  have  received  a  contribution  from  the 
Hartley  Wintney  R.D.  Council,  and  has  again  to  acknowledge  most 
valuable  help  from  the  Royal  Berkshire  &  Associated  Hospitals  Contri¬ 
butory  Scheme  to  which  over  250  of  our  General  Ward  patients  belonged. 

Following  upon  the  termination  of  the  A.R.P.  ambulance  service, 
to  which  the  Hospital  is  greatly  indebted,  responsibility  for  a  local 
ambulance  service  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Fleet  U.D.  Council 
within  their  own  area,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  comprehensive  arrangement 
may  soon  be  available  to  cover  the  whole  area  served  by  the  Hospital. 

Equipment  has  again  been  improved  by  the  help  of  the  Surrey 
Hospitals  Divisional  Council,  and  Pound  Day  gifts  were  on  a  most 
generous  scale.  A  sum  of  £250  contributed  by  the  Fleet  C.  of  E.  School 
to  provide  a  Hospital  Cot  in  our  Children’s  Ward,  is  heartily  welcomed 
as  a  permanent  link  between  the  Schools  and  the  Hospital  and  does 
great  credit  to  the  organizers  and  donors  of  the  Cot  Fund. 

A  most  important  event  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital  has  been 
the  acquisition  of  Derby  Lodge  with  nearly  two  acres  of  ground,  on  our 
Northern  side  where  space  was  incoveniently  restricted.  This  acquisition 
will  permit  the  development  of  future  Extensions  for  which  plans  have 
been  drawn  up  to  cover  all  eventualities.  The  Committee  have  decided 
that  as  soon  as  war  conditions  permit,  the  programme  of  the  1937 
Extension  Scheme  ought  to  be  completed  forthwith.  This  provides  for 
(a)  a  new  General  Ward  (b)  the  reconstruction  of  a  Children’sWard  on 
the  site  of  the  present  Men’s  Ward,  which  two  wards  will  be  named 
respectively  after  Dr.  Clayton  Cox  and  Dr.  Gordon  Rudkin,  and  (c)  the 
addition  of  two  Private  Wards  to  form  one  continuous  block  of  four 
Private  Wards  together  with  sanitary  accommodation.  This  Scheme 
has  already  been  approved  and  the  extra  staff  required  after  the  War  can 
be  temporarily  housed  in  Derby  Lodge  which  has  been  reconditioned 
and  redecorated  with  this  object  and  already  provides  quarters  for  our 
Hospital  porter.  The  Committee  anticipate  that  with  funds  already  in 
hand  and  substantial  support  from  the  Cox  and  Rudkin  Memorial 
Funds,  they  will  be  able  to  make  financial  provision  for  this  first  stage 
of  the  plans  recently  worked  out. 

On  the  resignation  of  the  Hon.  Lady  Anstruther-Gough-Calthorpe 
and  Major  Ford  Young  who  both  served  for  many  years  with  much 
distinction,  Mrs.  Sylvester  and  Brigadier  Charrington  as  Chairman, 
have  joined  the  Executive  Committee,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  General

Committee  will  soon  re-assemble  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mr.  H.W. 
Jamieson. 

Following  upon  the  loss  of  Dr.  Gordon  Rudkin  the  death  of  our 
Senior  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Clayton  Cox,  who  also  worked  on  to  the 
end,  was  widely  and  deeply  regretted.  He  was  especially  devoted  to 
the  Hospital,  where  his  skill,  sympathy  and  goodwill  were  an  asset  of 
great  value.  As  Deputy-Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  he  won 
the  trust  and  affection  of  all  its  Members. 

The  attention  of  all  supporters  is  invited  to  the  accompanying 
leaflet  summarising  the  British  Hospitals  Association’s  views,  in  which 
this  Hospital  concurs,  regarding  the  White  Paper  proposals  for  a  National 
Health  Service.

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THE  FUTURE  OF  VOLUNTARY  HOSPITALS 


PARTNERS  IN  THE  GOVERNMENT'S  HEALTH  SCHEME 


The  following  memorandum  has  been  prepared  by  the  British  Hospitals 
Association  for  circulation  among  all  subscribers  to  voluntary  hospitals.  It 
has  an  important  bearing  on  the  place  it  is  proposed  that  the  voluntary  hos¬ 
pitals  are  to  fill  in  the  Government’s  National  Health  Service,  and  as  such  it 
will  have  an  interest  to  all  our  contributors.  The  memorandum  makes  it  clear 
that  the  voluntary  hospitals  are  desirous  of  continuing  to  operate,  independent 
of  Government  control,  but  still  forming  a  definite  part  of  the  national  service. 

THE  MEMORANDUM. 

Voluntary  hospitals  welcome  the  Government’s  proposal  to  make  hospital 
services  available  to  all  who  require  them,  as  part  of  the  National  Health 
Service. 

The  Government  has  made  it  clear  that  the  voluntary  hospitals  are  to  be 
preserved,  and  are,  indeed,  essential  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  aim. 

The  public  is  now  realising  what  the  thousand  existing  voluntary  hospitals 
are  actually  doing — that  they  provide  100,000  beds,  treat  6|  million  patients 
annually,  train  all  the  medical  students,  half  the  nurses  and,  in  addition, 
conduct  medical  and  scientific  research. 

WHITE  PAPER  PROPOSALS. 

The  proposals  in  the  White  Paper  present  two  threats  to  the  future  of  the 
voluntary  hospitals  : 

(a)  That  the  whole  of  the  proposed  planning  and  administration  should 
be  vested  in  local  authorities. 

By  every  proper  means  the  voluntary  hospitals  are  seeking  to  secure  the 
establishment  of  bodies  responsible  for  planning  and  policy  on  which  they 
and  the  medical  profession  would  be  represented  with  the  local  authorities. 

(b)  In  the  White  Paper  the  service  is  alleged  to  be  “  free.” 

The  White  Paper  plan  proposes  that  the  hospital  service  should  be  provided 
both  by  municipal  and  voluntary  hospitals,  and  that  municipal  hospitals  will 
be  wholly  supported  from  public  funds,  whereas  the  voluntary  hospitals  will 
receive  partial  support  from  public  funds,  and  will  continue,  as  before,  to 
receive  voluntary  income,  and  thus  retain  their  essential  characteristics. 

It  is  clear  that  unless  the  voluntary  hospitals  continue  to  receive  voluntary 
support,  the  amount  of  public  funds  that  would  have  to  be  levied  and  spent 
would  be  greater  than  that  envisaged  in  the  White  Paper. 

FULL  PARTNERSHIP  SOUGHT. 

Voluntary  hospitals  look  forward  to  working  as  full  partners  in  the  scheme 
for  a  National  Health  Service. 

Their  aims  are  : — 

(1)  Hospital  service  to  be  made  fully  available  to  everyone  who  requires  it. 

(2)  An  increase  of  beds  or  a  better  distribution  of  beds  within  areas,  which¬ 
ever  may  be  necessary. 

(3)  Still  closer  collaboration  between  hospitals  and  medical  officers  of 
health,  school  doctors  and  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics. 

(4)  Closer  co-ordination  of  activities  in  the  more  systematic  development 
of  medical  research. 

(5)  Means  to  enable  all  doctors  to  keep  more  closely  in  touch  with  hospital 
practice. 

(6)  Still  greater  facilities  for  the  “  rehabilitation  ”  of  the  disabled  and  the 
after  care  of  patients  generally. 

(7)  Freedom  for  the  patient  to  choose  his  hospital  as  well  as  his  doctor. 

In  any  expanded  service  the  voluntary  hospitals  look  forward  to  taking 
their  full  share,  but  for  this  it  will  be  necessary  not  only  to  maintain,  but  to 
augment  their  income,  so  that  they  may  be  free  to  devote  all  their  energies 
to  the  task.
